(CNS) — A change of zone) 


to allow smaller lots for a 95- 
acre parcel of land in the Alta 
Loma area, in the section 


covered by the Chaffey Col- | 
lege Mastsx plan, was refused | 
Thursday Aug. 20 by the Coun- | 


ty Planning Commission. 


The applicant was Beckman 


Enterprises. The request was 
for a change from residential 
zoning, with lots of 20,000 
square feet for single family 
dwellings, to the same zoning 
with lots of 10,000 square feet. 
The property involved lies at 
the northwest corner of Wilson 
and Hermosa Avenues. A large 
scale housing development 
was reported planned for the 
site. 

Leon Keding, of the plan- 
ning department staff, remind- 
ed commissioners that they 
had put off a decision on the 
request twice before, awaiting 
a decision by the Board of Su- 
pervisors on a_ proposed 
change in the master plan for 
the Chaffey College area. 

The change approved by Su- 
pervisors on Nov. 11, Keding 
continued, would provide 

transitional area’’ in the sec- 
tion north of 19th Ave. up al- 
most to Banyan Ave. This 
would allow an average of 2.6 
dwellings per acre, compared 
with the 1.2 units previously 
allowed. The latter density is to 
remain for all the rest of the 
area to the north. 

The Beckman’ Enterprises
